He was a man of powerful physique, 


intense feeling and great magnetism as 
a speaker, and he now went forth like 
Peter the Hermit, with a heart of fire, 
and a tongue of lightning, preaching 
hi* ernssde against slavery. 


In' the log school-houses, in the 


meeting-houses, and places of worship, 
and in the open air, he preached and 
lectured against slavery with a vehe- 
mence and passionate energy which 
carried the people with "him. The mar- 
tyrdom of his brother was a sufficient 
excuse for his violence, and the name 
of Lovejoy, the martyr, like the name 
of .Rob Hoy or Douglan in Scotch his- 
tory, beaame a name to "conjure" with. 
Some idea of his dramatic power may 
be obtained from a sermon, preached at 
Princeton in January, 1342, on the 
death of his brother. After describing 
his murder by a cruel mob, because he 
would not surrender the freedom of the 
press, he declared, solemnly, that for 
himself, "coma- life or death, I will de- 
vote the residue of my life to the anti- 
slavery cause." "The slaveholders and 
their sympathisers," said he, "have mnr-

Fully one-half the time of Con- 
gressmen, in committee, in session, and 
in their correspondence is consumed m 
the consideration of matters that are 
not of a public nature. This infliction 
might be borne patiently if the private 
business were actually dieposed of in 
an equitable manner. 
But it is notori- 


ous that such is not the case.

fourths of al! the claims are postponed 
and carried over from session till ses- 
sion until the money or the persever- 
ance of the petitioner is exhaucted. If 
all this petty business were sent to 
courts established for the purpose, the 
public business could be dispatched 
in less than half the time now required, 
a very corrupting infloenon would be re- 
moved from the halls of legislation, 
and members would have leisure to at- 
tend to the duties which they are nom- 
inally elected to discharge. A remote 
consequence of such a change might 
also be the removal of the .desks and 
an increase in the membership of the 
House sufficient to give all sections and 
interests adequate representation. Such 
is the drift of Mr. Hawley's argument, 
who, it will be observed, is a firm be- 
liever in the utility of a .large House, 
other things being equal.

IF we should throw open our ports 


to welcome in the abundance of nheap 
foreign goods, what substantial benefit 
will the masses of people dune from 
such commercial liberty? An immense 
mass of European manufactures, simi- 
lar to our own, will be constantly ponred 
into oar market from abroad. These 
will be exchanged either for oar raw 
produce or for oar money, very rarely 
for our, manufactures; and the mane; 
so reeeifed will be exported neter to 
retain. The foreigner will come prin- 
cipally M a seller. He will scarcely 
add a single back or mouth to our con- 
sumption, because the conditions whieh 
always stimulate immigration will risi- 
bly deteriorate and lose their force. In 
so far is he may sell to us, he will dis- 
place onr capital and our labor; by 
diminishing our production and onr 
employment, he wilt diminish oar means 
of baying; and the money whioh will 
be paid to him would otherwise be paid 
to oar manufacturers. If a large addi- 
tion were to be thus made, in the next 
month, to the. stock of silks, or of wool- 
en*, or of pig iron, in onr home market, 
what bmniaal effect would take place, 
advBBtageoH to th* community in gen- 
eral? 
Would not th* most conspicuous 


result, tbe most'widely felt result, be a 
glut, doing trade a serious injury, by 
deranging production, unsettling prices, 
and endangering wages? We cannot 
see that the import conld be sold and 
consumed without damaging the sale 
of oar awn like mannfaetates to its 
amount, or that it could be regularly 
repeated without throwing ouuh of our 
capital and labor oat of employment. 
Wherein cenia sneh e*B**q*enMs be 
b*B*fieial to oar people ? We cannot 
prerail upon oanelre* to belief* that 
foreigners who bring into oar market 
more manufactures, vastly more, simi- 
lar to o*r own, than they take out— 
who will i» reality, bring IB many and 
take jearealy any oat—and who will 
add nothing to oar eoniBBipthm, can, 
by any powibiiity, cOBtribate thereby 
to our prosperity, development and 
strength.—htttr- Oam.

their work. He says: "The. way 
*to open an oyster so as to save all 
the liquor, which to connoisseurs is 
a valuable part, is not to smash it 
and murder it, as most of our oyster 
openers do, nor to stab it, as they do 
in Boston, Baltimore, Washington 
and other places. 
And then your 


oyster opener* always lay out the 
oyster on the flat or convex shell, so 
that by the time your plate of 'rai* 
on the half-shell* comes to yon, what 
little juice that was not spilled in 
the slaughtering has all run away. 
The live oyster opens and closes its 
shells at will by means of a tough 
little membrane or 'hinge,' about a 
quarter or a third of an inch in 
lengih. This hinge is at the small 
or narrow end of the oyster. It fol- 
lows that all that is needed to be 
done to separate the two shells, 
whether the oyster is alive or dead 
U to sever this little hinge. It is in- 
visible when the shells are closed, 
but those who understand the busi- 
ness (and anyone can learn it in five 
minutes) know exactly where and 
how to find it." He contends that 
a man working in the proper way 
can open two oysters while another 
man is pursuing his barbarous prac-
